Youthful gangs who had loot-

Friday night as guardsmen — 
told to shoot to kill if fired upon 
— went on patrol. 


Through the streets of a 140- 


square-block area rolled trucks

Knots of Negroes lined curbs

street outside a home; a few 
store windows broken; several 
fires in houses and stores. 


By midnight, police reported, 


streets were virtually deserted. 


The calm contrasted dramati- 


cally with Thursday night, when 
an estimated 5,000 were abroad. 
Then, two Negroes were killed 
by gunshot and 30 were injured 
amid widespread shooting, loot- 
ing and burning that continued 
into the day Friday.

a reasonable match for Ameri- 
can Phantoms. Another 40 are 
older .uodoi 1.HG15 and MIG 17 
types. And the North Vietnam- 
ese have, in addition, about half 
a dozen obsolescent IL28 bomb- 
ers. 


Officials said the MIG21s, the 


latest models owned by the 
Vietnamese, carry two types of 
missiles, one a heat seeker and 
the other a guided weapon. 


They disclaimed any definite 


knowledge 
on 
whether both 


types have been fired by North 
Vietnamese 
pilots 
at their 


American foes. So far, accord- 
ing to official accounts, none of 
these Communist air-to-air mis- 
siles has struck American air- 
craft. 


The MIG21s are believed to 


have been supplied by the So- 
viet Union.

The U.S. belief still is that the 


North Vietnamese planes are

but he's found that some of the Army techniques have been applicable. 


For household chores the father-daughter team works with Army 


precision, complete with laundry and KP details. Dad does all the dif- 
ficult tasks with Dianne watching intently and learning quickly. 


When a mother's attention is needed, neighboring Army wives are 


quick to take over. In between they offer an abundance of advice on 
raising a daughter and are eager to take Dianne into their homes on 
"duty" nights when Nevens is away. 


And so the Americanization of Tre Thi Thu Thrum continues, as does 


the education of Sgt. Nevens.

NEW YORK—(NEAV—Just as a hole is to dig, buttons are 


to close. And except for people who sew or those who buy 
custom-made clothes a button may mean little to the rest of 
us until it falls off. 


Yet the button business Is a $65 million industry. And aftef 


talking with Louis Gottlieb, who for 32 years has been design 
ing buttons for Lidz Bros., Inc., anyone would be hard put to 
buy a piece of clothing without carefully scrutinizing the 
buttons. 


In his wall-to-wall buttoned office, glittering here and 


there with pins he also designs, we talked about where he 
gets his ideas and who buys the buttons he designs. 


"I go to France, Italy, England and Japan for at least four 


months each year," he said. "And I rummage. 


"1 cover antique shops, couture houses, museums. Often I 


pick up an old button for $4 or $5. Then I copy it for about 
30 cents. I find the most imaginative designs in Italy." 


Buttons are different today from what they were 30 years 


ago. 
Then they were made of celluloid (which was flam- 


mable), papier mache, ivory, bakclite, mother-of-pearl and 
were all hand-fabricated. 


Mother-of-pearl is still used on better-priced garments. But 


the other materials have been replaced by polyesters and 
acrylics and the majority of today's buttons are mass- 
produced. 


An expensive button used to cost a dime. Now $1 or $2 


buttons are not considered expensive. You can only brag 
about the cost when each little closing on your blouse has set 
you back $7 or $8. 


Lidz sells buttons to the retail trade, but at least half of

rebid a four card diamond 
suit instead 
of raising his 


partner's clubs the answer is 
that they were 
using the 


Wolff convention. This pro- 
vides that if a player who has 
responded one over one re- 
bids to three clubs, over .his 
partner's two no-trump rebid, 
a three diamond rebid is re- 
quired. 


The idea of the convention 


gives a player who makes a 
horrible response, s u c h as 
North's one spade, a chance 
to get off the hook. With a 
spade bust North would have 
continued to three spades and 
South would have had to pass. 
With his actual hand North 
simply dropped the bidding 
at three diamonds. 


Of course if N o r t h had 


passed at one diamond South 
would have played the hand 
right there. This would have 
been fine in this case. On 
other occasions North's pass 
would allow East and West to

of syndicating thoroughbred race 
horses for breeding purposes. 
An explanation Is in order. 


Syndication 
is 
simply 
a 


method of "spreading the risk" 
among a number of owners by 
selling between 25 and 40 shares 
(in Kauai King's case It was 36 
at $70,000 each) in the stallion- 
to-be. Each share represents a 
service for a mare to the stal- 
lion. 


The system was developed al- 


m o s t 
20 
years 
ago 
by 


Leslie Combs II, the master of 
Kentucky's Spendthrift Farm and 
racing's No. 1 salesman. 


If there is an accident, such 


as Kauai King's pulled suspen- 
sory ligament in his left fore- 


or the stallion proves a 


mediocre sire then no individual 
has lost the family jewels. Any- 
way, 
syndication is a thing for 


those 
willing to gamble for a 


classic horse. It takes 4 to 5 
years for a stallion to prove 
himself. 


Multi-ownership enables an in- 


dividual breeder to have access 
to several outstanding stallions 
for his mares without having to 
buy a sire of his own. Cornbs, 
for example, has shares in more 
than a dozen leading stallions.
